TORTUGAS ISLAND. 


\ Portilo Isle Whicli HUB Ttaou tho Cauno 


of Much Controversy. 


Commander Ullman, a retired officer 


of tho Hungarian army, who is now 
traveling in this country, is the owner 
of tho Tortugas Island, about which 
tho Haytian und British Governments 
had quite a controversy some tinio' 
ago. Tortugas Island is considered 
valuable for a naval station, as it has 
the best advantages for tho large 
ships of war and several natural liar-' 
bors.

wanted the island for this purpose, 
and tho United States was also inter- 
ested In it for this reason.

The now owner of the island is anxious 
for tho United States to assume the 
dominion of tho island: Ho'has offer- 
ed the island to this Government on 
very easy terms.
